BIG REVENUE DERIVED 
FROM GASOLINE TAX 


It is expected that half a Dillion 
dollars will be collected for the gas- 
oline tax in the United States during 
1929. Last year the tax amounted to 
$300,000,000. Most of the states are

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CHIROPRACTIC 
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increasing their rate. The New Hatmp- 
shire tax was increased from three 
to four cents a gallon on the first day 
of the year. Virginia added a half: 
cent on March 19th, 1928, making the 
new rate 6 cents a gallon. The Texas 
rate wag reduced on September lst 
from 3 to 2 cents, and Mississippi 
raised its rate from 4 to 5 cents on 
December 1st last. 


The average rate per gallon in 1928 
was 3 cents; the highest was 5, and 
the lowest was 2 cents. At the close 
of the year the rate in effect was 5 
cents in seven states; 4 cents in 
eleven states, 3% cents in one state, 
3 cents in fourteen states and 2 cents 
in twelve states and the District of 
Columbia. 

After the deduction of costs of col- 
lections the entire net revenue was 
used for rural road purposes in 35 
states. In the remaining 13 and the 
District of Columbia a total of $18,- 
491, 754 was devoted to other pur- 
poses. 

Altogether, $305,233,842 was collect- 
ed last year in forty-six states and 
the D. of C. on 10,178,344,771 gallons 
of gasoline. The largest collections 
were California’s $29,566,769; Ohio’s 
$24,885,699; and Pennsylvania’s $21,- 
998,064.

Step Hghtly on the gas when your 
rear tires are in poor condition, A 
blowout when speeding can cause & 
car to skid off the side of the road or 
even turn turtle. 

Unless a driver is a strong man and 
keeps a mighty firm grip on the wheel 
his car is sure to skid dangerously if 
he has a blowout. The reason fs that 
when a tire blows out, the resistance 
offered to it as it rolls is tremendously 
increased. This swings the car around 
sharply and since the speed is high, 
and it all happens in the fraction of 
a second, unless the driver is braced 
for it and is holding on to the steer- 
ing wheel he has not time to save the 
situation. 

The average motorist wastes gallons 
of gasoline every year ‘because he al- 
lows his carburetor to run on too rich 
a mixture. By a little study of his 
carburetor he will soon learn how to 
adjust it to cut down on the gas or 
introduce more air in the mixture. 
This not only means a big saving in 
gasoline, but less carbon and a sweet- 
er-runing engine.

In 1928 the total ran well 
above $300,000,000, and for the cur- 
year indications are that collections 
will exceed $500,000,000. 

This means that in the three years 
endinig: December 3l1st, next, motorists 
in the United States will have paid a 
billion dollars into state treasuries for 
the privilege of buying gasoline. Last 
year this item amounted to $15 per 
automobile in the taxing states.’ 


It is not the character nor the the- 
ory of the gasoline levy that is of con- 
cern to students of taxation, but the 
ease with which it lends itself to 
Just as soon as legislators 
found they had a new and convenient 
way open to them to increase state 
revenues, they began to raise the tax. 
The result is that today the rate has 
been advanced in many states until it 
is far ont of Proportion to the sales 
price of the article taxed. If the pres- 
ent tendency continues it will be only 
a question of time until the public 
revolts. 

In Alberta the tax was raised to 5 
cents per gallon on June 1st. No one 
objects to an equitable gasoline tax 
to be applied to the highways, but the 
trouble in Alberta is that the revenue 


‘efficiency for motor car use, when in

The different items of expense in 
keeping an automobile divide the av- 
erage cost per mile as follows: De- 
preciation, 30.7 per cent.; repairs, 
21.7 per cent.; gas, :21.3° per cent.;

Milk delivery has long been the 
|Breatest problem of the conscientious 
jdairyman, When it comes from the 
Jcow, most milk today {is as pure and 
free from the germs of infection as 
‘rigid inspection, perfect cleanliness 
land hyglenic management can make 
‘it. It is in its subsequent transfer from 
milking shed to kitchen that it often 
}becomes contaminated, -with results 
‘that are seen in rapid souring, infant- 
‘fle diarrhoea and the like. 

The present glass bottles are open 
to many objections, They are used 
‘over and over again, and although the 
leat dairymen take every precaution 
‘to sterilize them before they are filled, 
the consumer has no guarantee that 
they are sufficiently well sterilized. 
, When it is remembered that germs 
breed in milk more rapidly than they 
do in almost any other substance, the 
need for the most superlative stand- 
ards of cleanliness becomes obvious. 

The ideal, as has beén seen by the 
best dairymen fo? a long time, is a 
bottle that is completely sterile, and 
hermetically sealed, is used once only 
and that is destroyed immediately af- 
ter use, 

Such a bottle has at last been in- 
vented. It is made of cardboard, ac- 
tually in the dairy and in the process 
of filling. After being shaped it is 
automatically dipped into pure wax, 
| Which completely  sterilizes it and 
makes it airtight. The bottle is then 
in continuous process filled with milk 
and sealed. Neither bottle nor milk is 
touched by hand, and inge the whole 
operation is conduete' . in one build- 
ing, supplied with ‘specially filtered 
and germ-free air, the milk can be 
guaranteed as pure as it is possible 
to supply it. In such a bottle, special- 
ly cooled milk has been kept sweet for 
a month. In ordinary practice it will 
keep fresh for a week.

Lacombo, August 10.—By a vote of 
100 to 10 the ratepayers of Lacombo 
yestorday granted the Calgary Power 
Company a ten year’s franchiso for the 
supply of water to the town. The 
company, will commence operations 
within ten days and will have the 
system In operation by October.

There is no net revenue from ex- 
iminations, as the cost is still in ex. 
cess of the fees. Government will give 
question further consideration. 

5. Lower Fees For High Schvol 
Students — Resolution requesting thé 
Minister of Education to take steps 
to place tees for the examination of 
students on a lower basis. 

See resolution to No. 3 above. 

6. Languages Optional for B. A. De- 
grec—In the course leading through 
high school and university to Bachelor 
of Arts degree, study of languages be 
optional. 

No language other than English is 
required for high school graduation or 
normal school entrance. Matriculation 
standards now fixed so that B.A. de- 
gree may be obtained with one lan- 
guage, other than English. This need 
not be Latin. 

Danger Signs 

7. Danger Signs—Danger signs be 
installed warning traffic to slow up in 
the vicinity of schools, and that a 
penalty be imposed on those ignoring 
warning. 

On July 4 the U.F.A. Central Board 
referred back resolution No. 7 to the 
Minister of Public Works with the en- 
dorsement of the board. ; 

8. Danger Zone Signals — Asking 
that danger signs be mede on = all 
roads entering vicinity of school area, 
“Danger, school. Speed limit 15 miles 
an Hour.” 

With reference to No. 8 the central 
beard on July 4 passed the following 
resolution: “Resolved, that all signs 
other than railway signs be prohibited 
within half-mile radius of schools.” 

9. Proposed New School Act—Reso- 
lution dealing with proposed changes 
in rural school system of province, 
that with regard to raising’ of funds 
they be grouped into one district, hav- 
ing a flat mill rate on assessed valua- 
tion and one salary schedule for 
teachers. 

The School Bill as presented at the 
last session follows the lines approved 
in the resolution. 

10. High School Curriculum—Ask- 
ing that high school curriculum be re- 
duced. 

Question of lightening the high 
school course has been referred to the 
committee, which will report before 
end of summer. 

11, Increased Outlay for Bridges— 
Asking the government to increase 
largely the grant for bridges in muni- 
cipalities where the need exists. 

Annual prorgam during past few 
years has called for construction of 
40 steel bridges, and about 400 
timber bridges constructed or recon- 
structed. About 600 bridges are dealt 
with every year. Future policy and ex- 
penditure will be determined by needs. 


Weed Control 

12. Weed Control—Urging the gov- 
ernment to inaugurate a system of 
weed control, ‘by either (1) weeding as 
laid down under Noxious Weeds Act, 
or (2) sterilization of the ground by 
chemicals. 

Extensive experiments are under 
way at present time, with chemicals, 
for the purpose of sterilizing the 
earthworks of irrigation ditches. 

13. Sow Thistle—Resolved, that the 
convention is desirous of giving full 
co-operation to the government in 
connection with the total eradication 
of the Perennial Sow Thisfle. 

Department appreciates splendid 
offer cf assistance and co-operation 
from the U.F.A. organization. 

14. Trapping Season for Muskrats— 
To prevent depletion, a shorter season 
of one month, from April 1 to April 
30. Provincial government asked to 
make a thorough investigation into 
the Game Act, with a view to a general 
improvement of the same. 

The first part of the resolution will 
be given consideration before a policy 
is adopted for next season. Respect- 
ing supervision of fur buyers, provin- 
cial government have been asked to 
make careful inspection of all fur buy- 
ers’ returns and report to Department 
of Agriculture, any infringement of 
this act. 

15: Noxious Weeds—Indication is 
that certain noxious weeds are being 
brought in this country, through the 
medium of settlers’ effects and empty 
box cars. The Dominion and Provin- 
cial governments asked to take steps

16. Threshers’ Licenses — pe 
Provincial Police and weed inspectors 
are unable to carry out their duties ; 
in regard to threshers’ licenses be- 
cause there is delay in the issuing of 
licenses. Licenses should be issued by 
local justices of the peace, members of 
the A.P.P.. or municipal secretarigs. 

Situaticn was corrected as soon as 
extra heln was employed. Previous to | 
that the department Was under 
staffed. 

17. Bounty on Crows or Magpies— | 
It is believed that crows and inagpies 
are doing harm by destroying part- 
ridges. A provincial bounty be placed 
on crows and magpies. 

Prizes are offered by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to the members 
of Rod and Gun Clubs ,to individuals ; 
and schools, who destroy the greatest 
number of crows and magpies. Compe- 
tition now running for five years. It) 
is estimated that 490,605 crows and 
magpies have been exterminated dur- 
ing this period. Note:—The U.F.A. 
Central Board recommended to the 
Provincial Government “that a small 
beunty be paid on crows and magpies.” 

18, Supplementary Revenue Tax— 
It was recommended to tax commis- 
sion that the supplementary revenue 
tax be repealed, and a tax on improve- 
ments was suggested. The stpple- 
mentary revenue tax is considered a 
fairer one and should not be repealed, 
and towns and. villages should collect 
their share of the general revenue on 
the same basis. 

In answer to the first it may be said 
that the supplementary revenue tax is 
not repealed, nor is it contemplated 
that it should be. With regard to the 
second phase, that towns and villages 
should collect their share of the rev- 
enue, under the Alberta Assessment 
Commission Act, it is intended that 
some equalization shall be accomplish- 
ed, and in doing so it may be neces- 
sary to depart from the single tax idea 
in the urban municipalities. General 
effect is to bring about a greater de- 
gree of equalization than now exists. 

19. High School Laboratories — 
Whereas ,the number of accidents in 
high school laboratories is becoming 
serious; regulations for the proper 
protection of students should be more 
strictly enforced. 

Teachers will be instructed to use 
every precaution to prevent accidents 


in school laboratories. '

20. Provincial Government’s Road 

Building Policy—Endorsing the road 

building policy of the Provincial Gov- 


ernment in carrying out an adequate j 
road building program to be paid out! 


of current taxation and revenues, | 
rather than large sums borrowed for| 
that purpose. 

There appears to be some misun- 
derstanding: All our main highway 
program is built with the aid of bor- 
rowed money. In addition to this, in 
1929 there was appropriated $650,000 
of capital or borrowed money for 
grants to municipalities fur develop- 
ment of district and second highways. 
In addition, there is each year expend- 
ed from capital $500,000 on construc- 
tion of bridges. So it can be seen the 
greater part of annual highways and 
bridges outlay is made from borrowed 
capital. 

21. Power to Regulate Traffic— 
Municipal councils be given full power 
to regulate traffic within their bound- 
aries at all seasons cf the year. 

‘t ig quite obvious that full power to 
regulate traffic on roads Within a mun- 
icipality would be impossible. on ac- 
count of the uniformity of regulations 
throughout the province. Some phases 
might, however, be considered, and 
the Government will be glad to con- 
sider specific suggestions 1s th2 muni- ; 
cipalities may wish to offer. 

22. Amendment Municipal Act.—In 
the belief that the government is con- 
sidering bringing in a Dill to amend 
the Municipal Act, so that farm build- 
ings will be assessed for taxation as 
improvements, resolution in Opposi- 
tion passed. 

It ig not contemplated that farm 
buildings will ‘be assessed for taxation 
purposes. .

29. Stock Companies. — A_ stock 
company, holding a Dominion char- 
ter, can sell stock in Alberta with- 
out first complying with the pro- 
vincial regulation ,therefore the Pro- 
vincial Government should take steps 
to force all stock companies selling 
shares in Alberta to be passed by the 
Alberta Utilities Board or some other 
provincial agency.

Locomotive Number 5900, one of 
a fleet of twenty monster oil-burn- 
ing engines for use by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway on passenger 
and freight service in the moun- 
tains of British Columbia, has been 
released from the Montreal Loco- 
motive Works and was on display 
in the Windsor Street Station, 
Montreal, recently. It was viewed 
by a constant stream of spectators 
all day, who admired its 98 feet of 
length, its huge proportions and its 
generally handsome appearance. 
This locomotive is the greatest in 
the British Empire.

SIXTY-SIX PER CENT WHEAT 
ESTIMATES IMPROVES OUTLOOK | 


Ottawa, Aug. 12.—Although the crop 
[report issued Saturday by the Do- 
jminion bureau of statistics gives no 
lestimate of the wheat crop in bush- 
els, the forecast that it will be 66 per 
cet of the 10 year’s average is rather 
more encouraging than recent esti-, 
mates. Last year on August 1 the esti- 
mate was 107 per cent of the average 
yield. | 

On the prairie provinces this result- 
ed in a yield from £3.1%S.505 acres of 
'511,444,000 bushels. This year with 
the average 24,297,116, and a percent- 
age of 66, people are calculating 330,- 
000,000 hushels as the result of Sat-- 
urday’s report.
